One reason political observers are 
taking more than usual interest In 
the 1048 American Presidential 
elections 1s because. of the third 
party candidacy. of Henry Wallace. 

This is not the first time a third 
party hus risen to challenge the 
supremacy of existing major parties. 
As o matter of fact, the Democratic 
party after the War of 1812 and the 
Republican party after the Civil War 
of 1860-65 emerged to suppiant 
ower parties of their times as the 
leaders, : 

Since 1865, however, minority 
parties have ‘not succecded in 
winning the Presidency. Only once, 
asa matter of fact, did a third party 
outrace one of the major purtics—

Two Patterns 


Y and large, there are two pat- 
terns that American politics

As A Hobby

HERE re hobbies and - more 
hobbles—all the way from the 
safe and somewhat prosaic collecting 
of postage stamps indulged in by 
thousands of people, to making pets 


of poisonous snakes, which is the. 


passion of Grace Wiley, former cura~ 
tor of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory in Minneapolis. But’ Cecil 
Rhodes had perhaps the most gran- 
diose hobby of all when he founded 
u natlon.and named it Rhodesia for 
himself. r 

His dreams were even greater, for 
he planned a Cape to Cairo rail 
route which would stretch across 
the length of the continent of Africa, 
and, bring all of it inte British hands. 
The colony of Rhodesla was only a 
part. In a letter to a friend he re- 
ferred to it as “my hobby.” 

Rhodesla js divided into two parts, 
the northern section belng larger In 
orea. Today Southern Rhodesia has 


a white population ‘of about 90,000" 


while thé much larger northern 


colony has only 15,000. There are 25. 


natives to, each ‘white. Though 

much has been done to develop the 

country since the day Rhodes called 

‘i his hobby, it is stlll a frontier re- 
jon. :

For 
tomo time now, penicillin solutions 
of various types have been used for 
the treatment of chronic running 
cars and many of them have been 
disappointing, though, in ‘theory, the 
nicillin should have done the trick 
y clearing up the infectlon in the 
middle part of the car from which 
the discharge scen in such cases 
comes. * . 
More recently, it has been found. 
that not the penicillin but the 
water solution in which it was ap- 
plicd was at fault. When the same 
amounts of penicillin were used in a 
solution of 35 percent alcohol and 
60 percent glycerine, excellent re- 
sults were obtaincd. 


_ Number of Aavanse 

‘This preparation has a nu ‘of 
ndvantages. It has no detrimental 
action on the penicillin. The alcohol 
and glycerine tend to dry out the 
tissues, causing shrinking of 
materials. in the ear rather than 
having the swelling effect of water. 
In addition; this eolution sticks to the 
lissucs and hence keeps the penicil- 
lin In contact with the’ affected area. 
_ In carrying out the treatment, the 
car Js thoroughly cleansed. by “the 
physician with o solution of alco- 
hol. The ear ‘canal ts then filled 
with the penieliiin-nicohol-glycerine 
mixture, arid it is ullowed to remain 
for about twenty minutes. Some 
cotton is then put Into the car canal, 


Remove Cotton 


‘The patient is Instructed to re- 
move the cotton at night before he 
retires, to cleanse the car with al- 
cohol solution, then to put In the 
penicillin preparation, and dgain to 
place cotton in the car canal, Tho 
patient is advised to sleep on tho 
tide which: is not affected. In the 
morning tho treatment io repeated. » 

This procedure !s followed for 
nbout two weeks; then treatment is 
discontinued for’ about one week, 
and the -patient returns to the 
physician for further treatment and 
observation. x 


Within Throo Weeks 


With this treatment, it Is possible 
to clear up the Infection within 
three weeks, in most cascs. 

In those instances in which the 
treatment does not seem to be overe 
coming the infection, the patient 
uses the penicillin for one week, and 
then cmploys a preparation of 
plycerite of hydrogen peroxide for 
one week. 

Dr Aubrey G. Rawlings of San 
Francisco, has found this treatment 
more effective than any’ other in 
cases of chronic running car which 
can be cleared up by means other 
than surgery. Of course, the treat- 
ment can only be employed under 
the direction of the physician = in 
those cnses‘in. which he thinks it 
would be suitable.
